To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Gilford: 

The  Gilford  Planning  Board  submits  herewith  its 
report  of  its  activities  since  the  present  members  were 
appointed  on  December  13,  1947,  together  with  such 
recommendations  as  seem  desirable  to  it. 

In  this  period  the  planning  board  has  met  on  five 
occasions. 

At  the  first  meeting  its  chairman  and  clerk  were 
elected  and  a  simple  set  of  by-laws  was  drafted  and 
adopted,  and  a  general  discussion  of  town  planning  was 
had. 

At  the  second  meeting  it  was  decided  to  divide  the 
town  into  five  imaginary  districts  for  convenience  in 
determining  its  needs  and  the  nature  and  direction  of 
its  growth,  after  which  various  aspects  of  the  problems 
of  zoning  were  considered. 

At  the  third  meeting  it  was  deemed  desirable  to  make 
studies  of  population,  land  use,  and  traffic  in  the  town, 
and  to  take  steps  to  find  out  the  wishes  of  the  inhabi- 
tants and  property  owners  as  to  possible  zoning. 

At  the  fourth  meeting,  at  which  two  representatives 
of  the  State  Planning  Board  were  present  by  invitation, 
it  was  decided  not  to  recommend  a  zoning  ordinance  for 
adoption  at  the  next  regular  town  meeting,  but  instead 
to  proceed  to  make  a  fuller  study  of  the  problem,  make 
information  thereon  available  to  the  public,  and  ascer- 
tain the  public  will  thereon.  It  was  also  decided  to  adopt 
a  program  for  the  year  and  to  recommend  that  the 
town  raise  and  appropriate  the  funds  needed  to  carry 
it  out. 
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The  program  adopted  includes,  in  addition  to  the  zon- 
ing study  program,  the  commencement  of  a  tax  map, 
preparation  of  a  population  study  map,  study  of  and 
possible  recommendations  for  improvement  in  the  de- 
velopment of  state  and  town  highways  and  the  trans- 
porting of  school  children,  preparation  of  a  fire  control 
map,  and  the  purchase  and  preparation  of  necessary 
and  convenient  base  maps,  prints  and  tracings  for  all 
studies.  The  planning  board  believes  these  projects  to 
be  urgent  and  desirable  and  hopes  that  the  town  will 
see  fit  to  raise  and  appropriate  sufficient  funds  to  cover 
the  expenses  for  this  program,  and  incidental  expenses 
which  it  may  incur  in  carrying  out  its  general  purposes 
in  other  respects  as  well. 

At  the  fifth  meeting  the  planning  board  decided  to 
call  a  public  meeting  at  the  Town  Hall  on  Friday,  Febru- 
ary 6,  for  the  purpose  of  informing  the  inhabitants  and 
property  owners  of  its  actions  and  recommendations  and 
to  attempt  to  find  out  what  type  of  zoning,  if  any,  they 
desire  to  adopt  for  that  part  of  the  town  which  com- 
prises Gilford  Village.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF    SCHOOLS— GILFORD 


To  the   Members  of  the  School   Board,   Parents,   and 
Voters  in  the  Gilford  School  District : 

If  given  free  rein,  the  thinking  of  man  can  release 
the  most  treacherous  forces — illwill,  discontent,  turmoil, 
suspicion,  disbelief,  hatred,  and  strife,  or  it  can  create 
the  greatest  blessings.  The  record  of  the  ages  is  that 
a  balance  has  always  been  struck  between  evil  and  good. 
Panics,  disorders,  misery,  and  wars  give  way  to  rule 
by  and  respect  for  laws  and  agreements,  human  better- 
ment, peace  and  opportunities  for  folks  to  live  their 
lives  in  freedom,  rear  their  families,  and  honor  spiritual 
attributes — eternal  values. 

The  schools,  now  buffeted  temporarily  by  the  tensions 
and  complexities  of  the  times,  stand  for  and  promote 
programs  designed  to  advance  a  race  or  nation  of  young 
people  who  are  strong  in  body,  alert  in  mind,  straight- 
forward in  purpose,  and  calm  in  inner  life. 

Facilities,  materials,  personnel,  and  funds  are  needed 

to  provide  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  school's  goals. 

This  report  will  describe  some  of  the  steps  which  are 

being  taken  to  attain  the  ideals  for  which  we  strive 

BUILDINGS  AND  EQUIPMENT 

Safety 

The  safety  of  pupils  is  of  major  concern  in  the  school 
building,  on  the  school  buses,  and  on  the  school  grounds. 
On  recommendation  of  a  building  inspector,  safety 
equipment  was  installed  on  the  boiler,  hot  water  tank, 
and  storage  water  heater. 

Fire  drills  have  been  held  frequently  and  pupils 
trained  to  care  for  themselves  both  during  such  exer- 
cises and  in  the  event  of  an  emergency. 
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The  film,  ''Priceless  Cargo",  in  which  bus  drivers  and 
pupils  see  others  conducting  themselves  acceptably  on 
a  school  bus  in  operation,  was  shown  to  all  pupils  and 
their  drivers  this  fall. 

FINANCES 
Annual  District  Meeting 

On  March  15,  1947,  the  School  Board  presented  in 
the  Town  Report  a  School  Budget  of  $33,836.00  and 
the  District  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  this  sum. 

The  1947  Legislature  voted  a  500%  increase  in  State 
Aid.  Under  this  legislation,  Gilford's  allotment  was 
estimated  to  be  $2,308.30.  A  legislative  requirement  was 
that  a  special  school  district  meeting  be  held  to  appro- 
priate the  estimated  State  Aid  funds. 
Special  Meeting 

On  July  11,  1947,  a  special  School  District  meeting 
was  held.  It  was  voted  that  $2,308.20  as  State  Aid  be 
appropriated  for  the  1947-8  school  expenses  to  meet 
rapidly  mounting  costs. 

Effect  of  New  State  Aid  Bill 

The  immediate  effect  of  the  State  Aid  appropriation 
by  the  1947  Legislature  shows  in  a  statement  received 
early  in  December  from  the  State  Board  of  Education.

On  Satur- 
day, November  22,  1947,  Mrs.  Varney  and  Mrs.  Muriel 
R.  Harris  attended  an  all-day  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion in  Concord,  at  which  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  of  North  Carolina  described  school  trans- 
portation in  that  state,  and  there  was  a  discussion  of 
many  problems  faced  by  school  board  members  in  the 
discharge  of  their  duties. 

PUPILS 
Pupils  to  Laconia  Junior   High   School 

The  large  enrollment  of  pupils  in  the  Gilford  Grade 
School  last  year,  necessitating  the  employment  ol  a 
fifth  teacher  from  January  to  June  and  the  use  of  a 
portion  of  the  auditorium  as  a  classroom,  prompted  the 
School  Board  to  investigate  ways  to  meet  the  situation. 
A  study  of  costs  of  constructing  an  addition  to  the  build- 
ing, of  transporting  pupils  to  Laconia,  and  of  paying 
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the  tuition  charges  there,  convinced  the  Board  that  the 
best  temporary  solution  was  to  assign  pupils  in  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades  to  Laconia's  school  system. 
Parents  were  informed  of  this  decision  and  plans  were 
made  to  effect  the  change  in  September  1947. 

Orientation  Day 

Boys  and  girls  scheduled  to  enter  Laconia  Junior 
High  School  in  grades  seven  and  eight  went  to  Laconia 
on  June  4,  1947  for  an  Orientation  Day.  Headmaster 
Willis  Gifford  and  Submaster  Victor  Bowen  conducted 
the  pupils  on  a  tour  of  the  school  buildings,  introduced 
them  to  life  in  a  large  school,  had  them  as  guests  in  a 
junior  high  school  assembly,  and  discussed  subject  offer- 
ings. 

As  an  Orientation  Day,  the  venture  was  very  success- 
ful for  it  helped  to  remove  any  fears  the  boys  and  girls 
might  have  had  over  the  shift  from  the  routine  of  a 
small  elementary  school  to  that  of  a  large  unit.

Gilford's  school  lunch  program  is  very  successfully 
managed.  It  provides  nutritious  meals  to  more  than  one 
hundred  children  each  school  day  and  special  treats  are 
given  before  holidays  and  vacations.

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H.  Varney  continues  to  give  her  services  in  supervision 
and  daily  work.  Mrs.  Edith  S.  James  is  the  head  cook 
and  Miss  Patricia  N.  Baker  is  assistant. 

L^bor-saving  equipment  has  been  purchased  and  is 
now  in  use.  The  new  installations  include  a  dishwasher, 
vegetable  cutter,   additional   gas   stove,   baker's  table, 
steam  table  and  several  types  of  cooking  utensils. 
Health-Physical  Examinations 

Of  all  the  attributes  a  person  can  possess,  health  is 
of  primary  importance.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  School 
Board  to  cooperate  with  parents  in  maintaining  and  im- 
proving the  health  of  young  people.  To  this  end,  com- 
plete physical  examinations  are  being  held  with  Dr. 
Roger  P.  Brassard  as  the  examining  physician.  The 
records  are  kept  by  the  School  Nurse,  who  does  the 
follow-up  work  to  get  remedial  defects  corrected. 
Hearing  Tests 

By  joint  purchase,  a  Maico  Tru-Tone  Audiometer  has 
been  obtained  for  hearing  tests  in  Supervisory  Union 
No.  59.  This  is  equipment  similar  to  that  in  an  otolo- 
gist's office  and  brings  to  each  pupil  a  true  test  of  his 
hearing  losses. 

TEACHERS 
Teachers'  Salaries 

Salaries  of  teachers  in  this  section  of  New  Hampshire 
have  risen  materially,  but  they  have  not  kept  pace  with 
the  cost  of  living  rises,  nor  with  increases  granted  to 
employees  in  almost  all  other  types  of  work.  Last  spring 
the  Gilford  School  Board  faced  the  problem  of  adjust- 
ing teachers'  salaries  and  succeeded  in  making  contracts 
with  experienced  personnel. 

Teachers  Employed 

Mrs.  Emily  Vincent  Collins  became  a  member  of  the 
Gilford  School  staff  last  February,  replacing  Mrs.  Nata- 
lie Haddock  Davis.  The  teacher  of  primary  pupils  this 
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fall  is  Mrs.  Eleanor  S.  Ouellet  of  Belmont,  who  has  had 
several  years'  experience  in  two  other  positions. 

With  the  transfer  of  seventh  and  eighth  grade  pupils 
to  the  junior  high  school  in  Laconia,  a  fifth  teacher  was 
not  needed.  Former  members  of  the  staff  have  teaching 
responsibilities  as  follows : 

Mr.  Chester  B.  Brach,  Principal,  Grades  V  and  VI. 

Mrs.  Kathryn  G.  Cashin,  Grades  III  and  IV 

Mrs.  Agnes  H.  Moulton,  Grades  II  and  III 

Miss  Priscilla  E.  Marrotte,  Music  Supervisor,  mar- 
ried in  June.  Her  work  is  now  conducted  by  Miss  Jane 
R.  Vogel  of  Manchester,  N.H.,  graduate  of  Plymouth 
Teachers  College  and  Rivier  College. 

The  district  is  fortunate  to  have  had  so  few  changes 
in  personnel,  and  to  have  all  other  teachers  continue  to 
give  their  efforts  towards  the  advancement  of  pupils. 
Experienced  teachers  are  in  short  supply  and  the  num- 
ber of  beginning  teachers  is  extremely  limited.  Gilford 
succeeds  in  employing  ones  who  have  given  acceptable 
service  elsewhere. 

Teachers'  Meetings 

One  of  the  most  important  jobs  of  administration 
is  to  provide  means  whereby  teachers  may  be  cogni- 
zant of  changing  methods,  materials,  and  teaching.  In 
this  supervisory  union,  teachers  are  attending  a  series 
of  meetings  throughout  the  school  year,  particularly  em- 
phasizing "Child  Development  and  the  Curriculum". 
In  each  of  these  meetings,  teachers  take  part  as  speak- 
ers, and  a  portion  of  each  program  is  scheduled  for 
voices  from  outside. 

September  2 — Visual  Presentation  of  the  Theme: 
"All  Children  are  Created  with  Personalities",  through 
the  use  of  films  prepared  by  the  Yale  Clinic  of  Child 
Development 
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September  10 — Safety  and  Health  Education  in  the 
Curriculum.  Dr.  Kathleen  Robinson,  School  Physician, 
addressed  the  subject  of  "Physical  Examinations  for 
All",  and  Safety  on  School  Buses  was  shown  in  the 
film,  "Priceless  Cargo". 

October  8 — Learning  and  Expressing  through  the 
Arts.  The  main  speaker:  Dr.  Mildred  Landis,  Super- 
visor of  Fine  Arts  in  New  Hampshire. 

November  5 — Child  Development  through  Human  Re- 
lations and  Experiences.  Mrs.  Ralph  H.  Smith,  Laconia 
School  Board  member,  and  Rev.  Paul  V.  Hostetter,  PTA 
member,  from  Gilford,  discussed  "Parents  Want  School 
to  Teach  'Living'  ". 

January  7 — Pupil  Achievement  in  School  Studies.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Arthur  H.  Erholm  of  Tilton,  formerly  connect- 
ed with  New  Jersey  Institutional  work,  handle  the  topic : 
"Handicrafts,  A  Part  of  School  Life". 

March  3 — Child  Development  and  Conservation.  A 
Program  of  Conservation  and  Reforestation  will  be 
outlined  by  Mrs.  Marion  H.  Atwood  of  Sanbornton  and 
a  County  Forester. 

May  5 — Child  Development  and  Learning  Levels.  Mr. 
Donald  F.  Piper,  Director  of  Youth  Services,  Concord, 
will  describe  "Learning  Levels  in  High  School  Sub- 
jects".
